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Repentance

Scripture Text: St. Luke 13:3, “Except ye repent, ye shall 
all likewise perish.” 


E SEE from the above text that the doctrine of 

Ui ereniance is a cardinal, fundamental teaching 

of the Bible, and that special emphasis was giv- 
en to the doctrine by our Lord Jesus Christ, also the 
apostles and John the Baptist, preached repentance as a 
“must” for those that would be saved. Although we are 
inclined to think of repentance as a New Testament doc- 
trine, it was widely taught in the Old Testament. It has 
always played an important role in man’s relationship to 
God, and will continue to do so. 

The Hebrew word “naham” in the Old Testament seems 
to have meant, at one time, to express pain, as to groan, 
and by use came to have the meaning to lament, or to 
grieve. As it was used as an expression of one’s feeling, it 
came to mean “to rue”; “to repent.” In Genesis 6:6 we 
read, “And it repented the Lord that he had made man 
on the earth.” This does not mean that the Lord had 
sinned, and that it was necessary that he repent. But it 
simply means that man had so conducted himself that 
God was grieved. It was the sin of man that grieved the 
Lord. In the book of Jonah (3:10), we read that God re- 
pented of the evil He had intended to do to the people of 
Nineveh. This simply means that God changed His mind 
and decided not to destroy the city. The reason God 
changed His mind in this instance was that the people of 
Ninevah repented of their sins and turned from their evil 
ways. But when sin.of the individual is implied, “God is 
not a man that he should repent.” 


WHEN JOHN THE BAPTIST came preaching 
in the wilderness of Judea, his subject was “Repentance.” 
That was exactly the subject the people needed to hear. 
They had substituted the ordinances of man for the law 
of God, and they needed a change of mind and heart. 
Their intellect and emotions must be turned from carnal 
things to spiritual things. Jesus and the apostles, also, 
used the same word to teach men to turn from sin unto 
God, and Jesus Himself said except men do this they will 
all perish, or be lost. 

Therefore, the true meaning of repentance is to have 
another mind; change the opinion, or purpose with re- 
gards to sin. Hence true repentance leads to true conver- 
sion, or a complete turning away from sin and coming to 
God. 

There are some religious teachers who stress grief, 
pain, and remorse of sin above the abandonment of sin. 
These teachers make grief and penitence the principal 
idea in repentance. But Jesus and the apostles show that 
a change of mind is the dominant idea. It is proper that 
man should be grieved and sorrowful, if he finds that he 
has sinned against God; but this in itself is not enough. 
When man finds himself sorry that he has sinned, he 
must turn from his wicked ways. If he turns from his sin 
to God, then a godly sorrow has worked true repentance. 
If man continues in his sins, he remains a sinner. 

Faith is an important factor in repentance. When a 
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man awakens to the fact that he is a sinner, it is faith 
that constrains him to seek God, for he believes that if 
he comes to God, God will have mercy and pardon his 
sins. Man must believe that God is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek Him. 

As a vital Christian experience, true New Testament re- 
pentance is to manifest its reality by good fruits appro- 
priate to a spiritual life. If, after a man professes to be a 
Christian, he continues in his old sinful ways, it is evi- 
dent that he is not bringing forth fruits of repentance. 
On the other hand, when there is evidence of clean holy 
living, and the energy and efforts of the individual are 
directed to the service of God, then the fruit proves that 
a true repentance has been effected. 


MAN IS AN INTELLIGENT being; therefore, 
man must apprehend sin as utterly degrading and unde- 
sirable, as well as a destructive instrument of Satan to 
damn the soul. Repentance is that change of a sinner’s 
mind that causes him to turn from his evil ways and live. 
Repentance is so deep and powerful as to affect the whole 
spiritual nature, and the whole personality undergoes a 
radical change. God demands only reasonable service. It 
is only reasonable that man should serve God with all 
his mind, soul, and spirit. In true repentance, the intellect 
must function; the emotions must be aroused; and the 
will must act. 

Some have a knowledge of sin and do not turn from it. 
This is a terrible thing, an insult to the holiness of God 
and His mercy. This is what dishonors God and ruins 
man. When man is convinced of sin, he should be happy 
and anxious to forsake sin, not just for a fear of punish- 
ment, but in honor to God. It is joy unspeakable to serve 
God. Man’s emotions must be aroused to the extent that 
he joyfully receives Christ as his personal Saviour. The 
scribe, in Mark 12, asked Jesus what was the greatest 
commandment. Jesus said, “The first of all the command- 
ments is, Hear, O Israel; The Lord our God is one Lord: 
and thou shall Jove the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind and with all 
thy strength.” And the scribe said, “Master, thou hast 
said the truth: for there is one God; and there is none 
other but he.” The scribe was convinced, from a stand- 
point of intellect, that Jesus was speaking the truth. Jesus 
saw that the scribe had answered discreetly from an in- 
tellectual standpoint, and Jesus told him that he was not 
far from the kingdom of God—not far, but he was still 
outside. What was the trouble? The scribe needed to have 
his emotions aroused to the extent that he would accept 
and follow Christ. So, it is not enough just to believe, but 
we must act on our belief. 

We should not be led to believe that feeling is repent- 
ance, nevertheless it may be such a strong impulse that it 
will lead to a genuine turning from sin. Feeling will cer- 
tainly come after true repentance. God has promised to 
give peace and comfort, and the joy in the heart of sins 
forgiven is a wonderful feeling. Paul tells us in 2 Cor- 
inthians 7:10 that there is a godly sorrow and that there 
is a sorrow of the world. The former worketh life, and 
the latter worketh death. There is one of grief that work- 
eth repentance, and another that worketh just remorse. 
Judas had a sorrow to repent, but it only worked death, 
because he went out and hanged himself. His was not a 
godly sorrow; neither was it a true repentance. It was 
merely remorse, and it worked death for him. There must 
be a consciousness of sin, and man must realize he is a

E OFTEN HEAR SERMONS that really inspire 
UW There is something in them that stirs our 
hearts.They make us think in a different di- 
rection. We can hear sermons that seemingly revolution- 
ize our lives. At the time, we are so carried away with 
what. God has given someone to speak that we feel like 
just bursting forth with a great big “AMEN,” and possi- 
bly we do. We preachers can dig out an old book of ser- 
mons written by some man who was inspired to write 
them possibly thirty or forty years ago. We begin to flip 
through the yellow pages of the aged book, and finally 
start to read something that is striking to our eyes. It 
makes our hearts to rejoice because of the things we read, 
and big tears begin to flow down our cheeks. We often 
attend regular services in our own church, and it seems 
that God opens the windows of heaven and the heavenly 
breezes float over the congregation, causing practically 
every person in the building to shout. All of these things 
are a great blessing. They are helpful to us as we travel 
down iife’s highway. Without such incidents as these, we 
would: be very unpleasant. Our lives would possibly be 
very wretched. 


WECAN THINK of many things God has done 
for: us;,-but, while He is so gracious, kind, and loving, we 
often,find ourselves at the point where we don’t know 
which way to turn next. We all meet with things that are 
very “upsetting.” The problems of church work often 
make us fall to our knees and cry out to God for help. 
But the saddest thing of it all is to see that person who 
can’t grasp the faith that God will lead him or. her 
through all the fiery darts of the devil. There are many 
people -who pray through in every revival that comes 
along. Maybe. they keep the victory until the meeting 
closes, and maybe they don’t. Oftentimes there are those 
in the ministry who become discouraged. Probably some 
little something that is absolutely worthless knocks them 
for a curve. Some people in whom we have had great 
confidence have failed because of something with which 
the devil approached them. Listen, my friend, there is 
something wrong with an experience like that. As the old 
expression goes, “There must be a loose connection some 
place.” I think.of the electric lighting system. As long as 
all connections are good, and the power is on, the lights 
will shine. No matter how dark, stormy, and rough the

night may get, the lights still spread forth their bright- 
ness. 

Our text states, “Let us lay aside every weight, and the 
sin which doth so easily beset us.” In my opinion here is 
one great cause for so many failures. We fail to “turn 
loose” of some things that we know we would be better 
off without. This would be good for a few of us preach- 
ers, also. Colossians 3:8 says, “But now ye also put off 
all these: anger, wrath, malice, blasphemy, filthy com- 
munication out of your mouth.” The next verse says, “Lie 
not one to another, seeing that ye have put off the old 
man with his deeds.” My friend, if we expect to enter the 
pearly gates of glory, we will have to enter God’s way. We 
can stand around criticizing, grumbling, complaining, 
and holding our heels in the mud if we want to, but re- 
member, God knows exactly where we are. I feel that it 
would help us all to give these things some consideration. 
There are too many jealous hearts among our brothers 
and sisters in Christ. Too many of us are too anxious to 
“tell what we think about the other person.” One preach- 
er can go to a church as pastor, and right away the thing 
starts growing. The next thing we hear, some person who 
is disgruntled begins to criticize the man who is doing the 
good work. But, I’ve always noticed that the person who 
is so anxious to see the other man’s mistakes is the per- 
son who wouldn’t do anything if their life depended on it, 
Let’s remember this: whether we are a preacher or a lay- 
member, if the Lord has forgiven our sins, and we have 
truly been born again, we have put off the old man WITH 
HIS DEEDS. 


THE NEXT THOUGHT in our text is, “Let us 
run with patience.” This, in my opinion, is the most need- 
ed thing today. Too many people are starting in the race 
and failing to continue. We have entered a race that will 
come to an end, as all races do. Too many people want to 
get saved, sanctified, baptized with the Holy Ghost, and 
enjoy the blessings of God, who would rather not do any 
more than they just have to. Then, the first time the 
devil crosses their path, they are ready to throw up their 
hands in defeat. Listen, my friend, if we will actually 
pray through to victory, God will give us strength as we 
need it. Remember this, God has never saved any person 
just for the purpose of making a “bench warmer” out of 
him. There is a place for every person who is willing to 
do something for God. I realize every one can’t fill every 
place. There are many places I can’t fill, but this one 
thing I do know, I’m willing to do my best wherever I am.

church be a place of true spiritual worship. The 

emphasis must not be placed upon the building 
in which the meetings are held, but rather upon the 
believers who congregate there. The body of Christians 
must look upon themselves as “an habitation of God 
through the Spirit,” and they must expect God to manifest 
Himself in various ways through human instrumentality. 

Let it not be forgotten, however, that where false doc- 
trine, carnality, and unscriptural practices exist, there 
can be no true spirituality, as far as the entire congre- 
gation is concerned. There may be a few intrepid souls 
whe keep their garments clean, and whose consecration 
and service is unmarred by these things, but they will 
constantly sense the grieving of the Spirit, and the 
church in general will not experience anything like New 
Testament blessing. 

The congregation in Corinth, because of the errors 
already mentioned, were also in error in their worship. 
The mystics who had been converted from Persian Spir- 
itism found the troubled and divided Corinthian Church 
a fertile field for a new sort of Christianized mysticism. 
Christlikeness, order in worship, and the mutual edifica- 
tion of the church meant nothing to these mystics. They 
majored on mystical experiences and blessings for the 
individual, and consequently an attitude of self-assertive- 
ness came into the meetings in Corinth. When the 
Corinthians came together, the uppermost thought in 
each one’s mind was to demonstrate his or her professed 
gifts before the congregation. It became more and more 
difficult to do this in an orderly fashion, inasmuch as 
everyone was attempting to get his particular manifesta- 
tion in, and each individual felt that he was being 
slighted if no opportunity was afforded him to exercise 
his professed gift. The mystical method of worship was 
being f6llowed, which means that each individual came 
to the service and reacted in a way that he thought was 
the leading of the Spirit of God. It was of little concern 
to him whether the Lord had a special message in mind 
for the whole congregation because his view ‘of spir- 
ituality knew but one kind of expression; namely, a per- 
sonal demonstration by himself before*his brethren. 
His mystical teachers had so majored on personal emotion 
and so-called “leadings” that it had never occurred to 
him that he might learn the will of God for himself 
and his brethren through some other person who was 
led by the same Holy Spirit. Neither had it entered 
his mind that he might experience equally as great a 
blessing by receiving God’s message for himself through 
one of his brethren. pre ‘ 


Ga IS GOD’S intention that each New Testament 


MORE than nineteen “hundred years have 
passed since ‘these’ mystics troubled the Corinthian 
Christians, but their disciples are still alive. World-wide 
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Pentecost today finds them as an ever present peril. 
They despise any effort to organize an orderly form of 
worship. They say that people who make a program 
for their services are ordering the Holy Spirit out of 
the meeting. They teach that the New Testament form 
of worship is best expressed and more closely duplicated 
by the believers coming to the meeting and “waiting 
on the Lord.” This “waiting on the Lord,” according to 
them, is an act of surrender of mind that permits the 
Spirit to work, but is an exact parallel to the methods 
used by the ancient mystics who gathered together and 
sat in silence with closed eyes in a manner that some- 
what resembles a modern-day spiritist seance. It is one 
of the most insidious forms of encouraging carnal, self- 
inspired manifestations, because the inference is left 
in the mind of each person that he is not spiritual 
unless he has a “Psalm, a doctrine, a tongue, or a revela- 
tion.” People are made to think that the New Testament 
order is personal demonstration, rather than mutual 
edification. It creates an unteachable attitude, because 
it leaves the impression that the only way one may 
find the will of God is through his own leadings—so- 
called. Consequently, he accepts counsel from no other 
person. The ministers of God are despised, because there 
is no need for pastors, evangelists, and especially teachers, 
when one believes that the sole revelation of the will 
of God for himself comes through a mystical thing that 
he calls “Spirit leading.” 


SAINT PAUL’S COUNSELS IN the twelfth, 
thirteenth, and fourteenth chapters of the First Corin- 
thian Epistle were given to reveal what true spirituality 
and God-ordained manifestations were like. He swept 
away the carnal motives that inspired the manifestations 
at Corinth by saying that the manifestation of the Spirit 
is given to every man to profit withal. He likened the 
members and ministries in the Church tothe members 
of the human body each having a specific task to perform, 
but all workers for the common good, and under the 
direction of one Spirit. He told them that while speaking 
in an unknown ‘tongue edifies the individual believer, 
it would be more edifying to the assembly if he spoke 
either by interpretation or in a language that they 
knew, so that they might be taught. In other words, the 
proof of real spirituality, as seen through manifestations, 
must be that’ which edifies the assembly and’ springs 
from a motive which has the common good in mind, 
rather than the showing off of-.some individual’s pro- 
fessed gifts. 

There must have been a great deal of talk concerning 
spirituality in Corinth, and there must have been much 
professed spirituality. Paul used the word “spiritual” 
more times in this Epistle than it is used‘in all the other

Convention-cum-revival

HIS MESSAGE comes to our beloved Church of 

! God brethren universal, from the small island of 

Barbados, of the British West Indies. I write on 

behalf of the thousands on this island who have, more 

or less, benefited physically, mentally, and spiritually 

from the visit of two big men for the Lord from great- 
hearted America. 

Years ago, long before my wife and I discovered the 
Church of God, and in the discovery knew in a flash that 
this was the Church we had been seeking for very many 
long years, we had studied books by healers on the heal- 
ing power of Jesus Christ as is being manifested today. 
How we longed to get to America and feast our eyes on 
these miraculous happenings. Here we felt was one of the 
evidences that the second coming was not too far off. 
Often we prayed that one of these men of God would be 
sent to this island, which is in such dire need of the full 
gospel of salvation. It is mainly Anglican, Baptist, Metho- 
dist, and Catholic, apart from the lost masses. 

Does the Lord answer prayer? Listen to this! He not 
only sent the man we had longed for, but He arranged 
for this Christ-filled, healing minister of the full gospel 
to live under our roof for a few days and be just one of 
us in every way. This was our dear brother, Reverend 
L. C. Heaston, of the Laurens Road Church, in Greenville, 
South Carolina. Our beloved mission superintendent, Rev- 
erend H. C. Stoppe, of Hialeah, Florida, brought Brother 
Heaston with him to assist in the convention commencing 
10th January, 1954. They arrived by air as the first 
packed meeting was taking place at the doubled-in-size 
church at River Road. (See “A Barbados Church on Fire,” 
the Evangel, of 12th December, 1953.) 

We rushed them from the airport straight to the serv- 
ice, right slam into work for the Lord, without rest, food, 
or anything else. What a wonderful welcome they re- 
ceived. This is brotherhood and sisterhood, dear brothers 
and sisters everywhere! Of course, they all knew and loved 
Brother Stoppe. Ere Brother Heaston had gone half way 
through his eleven days’ ministry, I heard members em- 
phatically booking him for the next convention, and no 
wonder. 

From that point onward they both attended and assist- 
ed with services at Bank Hall church at 6 a.m., Eckstein 
Village at 12 noon, and at our 1,000-capacity River Road 
church at 7 p.m., daily. That word “assisted” is a gross 
understatement, by the way. Meetings lasted from two to 
four hours, and some enthusiasts were there hours be- 
fore the meetings to assure a seat. Dear brothers and sis- 
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ters in America, we thank you, thank you, thank you, in 
Jesus’ precious name for producing and sending us 
Christ-men of this type and calibre, who live and preach 
the truth, and nothing but the truth, with the “i’s” dotted 





me from the power, urgency, and sheer clarity of the 
Spirit they manifested, as clean-cut channels for the dis- 
semination of the Word, power and love of our almighty 
God. 

These men are in a hurry for Christ, impelled by a 
burning zeal for Christ, with mayhap some element of 
His own agony in it, and concerned with the unsaved and 
the sinners. At the doors of closed and thoughtless minds 
they hammer the dread dictum, “Tomorrow may be too 
late.” We are, in a sense, still breathless here, even days 
after they have departed, from trying to keep pace with 
their vigorous, urgent, adamant striving after the Spirit 
of Pentecost and eternal truth for us. Thank you, Jesus! 

We, who sensed and “felt,” marked the increasing tem- 
po, the day-by-day mounting “heat” of the Presence, the 
blessed Presence. There was something in the nature of a 
top-of-the-wave climax on Sunday, the 17th, but still re- 
tained thereafter to the end. I think it was the night be- 
fore that we had a slightly lesser visitation and blessing 
from the Holy Ghost. One saintly colored youth in the 
love-grip of the Holy Ghost was demonstrating “stam- 
mering lips” (see Isaiah 28:11). If you saw this particular 
lad, your eyes would be held by his face. He is just beau- 
tiful with the Christ Spirit. I said beautiful! 

On the memorable Sunday we experienced a glorious 
shower, an overwhelming cascade of Pentecostal blessing, 
when the Holy Ghost was amongst the people in a wave 
of ecstasy. My own dear wife, baptized of John but two 
months ago, was one of the many blessed, and so pos- 
sessed that she characteristically fell gently backward. 
She could not describe the wonderful feeling that pos- 
sessed her. That afternoon she slept for four hours, and 
awoke feeling utterly refreshed and relaxed. She could not 
sleep during the day before. 


FoR THE ELEVEN DAYS that Brother 
Heaston was here (unhappily for us that duty deprived 
us of Brother Stoppe’s valued presence after seven days), 
we averaged twenty souls saved every evening. On that 
last memorable night of his ministry, Brother Heaston 
was moved by the Lord to change his intent and, instead 
of preaching from a text, he decided to enrich us with 
his own testimony. This was worth going across a con- 
tinent to hear. He told of his running away from a Chris- 
tian home as a boy of fourteen years, and living a life of | 
sin and indulgence in all the devilish phases. Then he 
told of his wondrous and nigh instantaneous conversion, 
with Jesus coming into his life and changing him right 
around, so that he straightway dedicated himself to the 
service of his Savior. It was significant that, after his tes- 
timony, some forty souls yielded themselves up to the 
Lord, many with tears running down their cheeks. 

By the way, we were all amazed at the.phenomenal 
memory, at least for Scripture, exercised by Brother 
Heaston. He quoted, day after day, endless texts in his 
sermons, and even full chapters. I checked during one dis- 
course, and he quoted forty-six texts, some with many 
verses, in one sermon. He waves, thumps, hugs, and lives 
his Bible, but he never opens it—IN CHURCH! A member 
asked our beloved pastor, Brother Summers (now local 
superintendent), if Reverend Heaston had swallowed.a

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HAVE JUST RETURNED from witnessing the gay 
and glamorous ceremonies that attended the inaug- 
uration of the Philippines’ newly elected president, 

Ramon Magsaysay. There were an estimated 500,000 en- 
thusiastic and joyful people in attendance, who seemed to 
believe the promises of this new national hero who was 
taking over the highest office of their land. Bands were 
playing, soldiers marching, planes flying overhead, and 
great army tanks rolling down the streets to display the 
strength of this young republic. But, it was apparent that 
all this was “second fiddle” compared to the inspiring per- 
sonality of their new leader. He has risen, in the short 
period of five years, from an unknown and obscure life 
to national and international recognition. He came up 
from the rank and file of the people, and calls himself 
a common man. And he has promised every possible ef- 
fort to better the condition of the poor classes, which, if 
he fulfills, will be of inestimable value to the morale of 
the millions in this nation. 

The Philippines are a very primitive and needy repub- 
lic. Most of the natives live in bamboo houses with grass 
roofs, and make little money on which to live. Despite the 
glaring evidence of poverty and economic insecurity, the 
spiritual dearth is more obvious to the scrutinizing eye of 
the Spirit-filled Christian. In traveling through the many 
towns and villages, we seldom saw a church. When we 
did, it was almost invariably a Roman Catholic church. 
As we (Brother F. R. Cortez, the superintendent of Phil- 
ippines, and I) were riding the train from Manila to our 
first appointment, my spirit was moved within me to see 
the multiplied thousands who had absolutely no oppor- 
tunity to hear a gospel sermon. It is not possible to fully 
comprehend the situation unless you have seen it with 
your own eyes. 

After traveling about six hours by train, we trans- 
ferred to a bus for about three more hours. After waiting 
in St. Lucia until we could get a horse and cart, we con- 
tinued on the journey until the horse and cart could go 
no farther. Then we got off and walked for about three 
miles, when we reached our destination. We were urged 
not to go out in the rugged section, but to stay in the 
town and preach to them. There is only one church in 
this town, and it is Catholic, and, believe it or not, the 
schoolteacher and businessman, who begged me to stay 
and preach, were Catholic people. What an opportunity! 
What a challenge! But sad to say, we could not stay be- 
cause of a service already announced. God grant that at 
a later date this invitation can be accepted! 

Upon our arrival at the bamboo hut where we spent 
the night, we were welcomed by some kind and friendly 
Christians who did everything possible to make our stay 
pleasant. After introductions, greetings, questions, and 
the usual first-meeting conversation, we settled down to 
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wait for the evening meal to be served. We had not eaten 
since 5:30 a.m., and the pangs of hunger were beginning 
to invade our territory. Did I say beginning to invade? 
I’m sorry, I should have said by now the invasion was a 
tremendous success. As the food was finally placed on the 
table (6:30 p.m.), I was deeply touched when the young 
lady who served us said, “Pastor, this is all we have. It is 
the very best we can do.” It cannot be stated here that 
it was a sumptuous repast, but it surely was a welcomed 
treasure. So, my reply was truthfully spoken, to wit, 
“You do not need to apologize. This is a good meal.” God 
can help you enjoy the simplest meal when you know 
that it is a real sacrifice. Of course, hunger helps some. 
The service that night was extra good. Five were glori- 
ously saved, several healed, and every one seemed to get 
spiritually blessed. 

Rising early after a fitful night, we walked another 
three (they said three) miles, across ditches and streams, 
to get to the bus line. We rode the bus about all day and 
were put off in the middle of the road away out in the 
country. As this missionary waited for Brother Cortez to 
get some means of transportation for our luggage across 
a two-mile rice field, he took time out for a much-need- 
ed seista. My, how these people stare at a white man! 
especially if he is lying beside the road on a big pile of 
suitcases. 

A man eventually came with a caribou and a sled. He 
strapped the baggage on, and away we went until we 
reached a field of water and mud. He motioned for me to 
get on the sled and ride. Up I climbed to the top of the 
bags and rode while he walked in knee-deep water and 
mud, steering the caribou to the safety of dry ground. If 
there was any glamor to this trip, it has long since worn 
off—the opinion of some of my beloved brethren, not- 
withstanding. And so on and on it goes, some things 
pleasant and some not so pleasant. The most gratifying 
of all are the blessings of God upon every meeting. The 
church people are very kind and hospitable, and they 
deeply appreciate the Church of God. 


A NEVER-TO-BE-FORGOTTEN experience is 
to ride one of these Philippine buses. There is no comfort 
at all to them, absolutely none. The séats are very hard, 
and the roads, for the most part, are rough and bumpy. 
It is just like sitting on a hard church pew for several 
hours and being thrown up into the air every ten sec- 
onds, landing on the hardwood floor with a thud. Some 
things that happen, though make the trip enjoyable. Here 
are some interesting observations during an afternoon 
and all-night ride. The bus is always full but, strange to 
say, never too crowded to take on several more. The most 
of them are smoking queer-looking (probably homemade) 
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by those with whom he labors, there is no doubt 
that he will be greatly appreciated. Therefore, the 
great apostle suggests that you “know them.” 

Too often the opinion is expressed that the minister 
is one who has sought an easy job and good pay, and 
who has no particular responsibility of value to the 
general public. This opinion is far from the truth, as 
anyone can know if he will acquaint himself with the 
work of the minister. 

The minister is God’s representative on earth. This 
was voiced by the apostle Paul when he said, “Now then 
we as ambassadors for Christ, as though God did beseech 
you by us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye recon- 
ciled to God.” He is God’s man, sent to work among the 
people for the cause of Christ. As each nation sends 
ambassadors to other countries to represent them, so 
God has appointed men to represent the “kingdom of 
God” throughout the world. One of these representatives 
is your minister. 

It is God’s purpose to use the ministry to impart 
understanding of His will to the people. It is true that 
we have the Bible, which is God’s will in writing, but 
it remains as it was in the cause of the eunuch whom 
Philip was sent to teach as he sat in the carriage. He 
was reading the book of Esaias when Philip approached 
him. Philip asked the question, “Understandest thou 
what thou readest?” The answer was, “How can I, except 
someone teach me?” He had the désire to’understand and 
was making the effort. When God’s mari came along, the 
way was made clear, and the eunuch was baptized, thus 
accomplishing the work of the ministry. ; 

Too often some get the opinion that they are just as 
qualified to teach or instruct as the man God called for 
this purpose, but this does not prove to be the best for 
the Church. It is sometimes seen to be a contributing 
factor to many misunderstandings of the Scripture. Prop- 
er respect for the man of God and the Word rightly 
divided is an essential to the well-being of any congrega- 
tion. Just anyone’s opinion is not sufficient. 


THE MINISTRY is a group of men chosen 
from among the masses of men. God made His own 
choice of those whom He wished to have included in this 


Yg F THE WORK of the minister is fully understood 
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group. He does not ask for recommendations before 
choosing His appointees, but expects that His choice 
will be accepted and respected. God does not make mis- 
takes; therefore, when He chooses a man for the min- 
istry, he is a minister. If one questions that any particular 
minister whom God has called should be called, he 
questions God’s judgment. The only answer that could 
be given to such a question is that our judgment is wrong. 


If God should permit us to make the choice of the 
men who should serve as ministers, we might choose 
men who would never succeed, and leave out the most 
successful. We would choose according to a man’s looks, 
training, or personality, but God does not give these 
human traits a thought. If we had passed by the Sea 
of Galilee in search of a minister, and had seen the 
unkempt hair, unshaven face, and mud-splattered clothes 
of Peter, we probably would have left him with his fish- 
ing. The apostle Paul would have continued as a perse- 
cutor instead of a preacher. Luke, in our opinion, would 
have been too busy as a doctor to be enlisted as a 
preacher. Matthias, as a tax-gatherer, could never be 
the type to serve as a minister of good things. But God 
doesn’t ask anyone to help Him choose His men, and 
each of these men were called. 


We have no record of the Lord giving any of His 


I THESSALONIANS 5:12, And we beseech you, brethren, to | 
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selected men an aptitude test to determine for what~™ 


they were best suited. He called them and said, “Follow 
me, and I will make you fishers of men.” He did not 
depend on what they had been, but what He could make 
them. This is the reason they have continued to come 
from factories, from between the plow handles, from 
construction work, schoolrooms, coal mines, and various 
and sundry places. The Lord depends on His ability to 
make them what He desires them to be. 


ONE MIGHT THINK that a certain called 
man could not be efficient because he worked beside 
him in his former life, and that he should be as well 
informed as the other, for they attended the same school 
and grew up in the same environment. “Shouldn't, I 
know as much as he?” The only answer to that question 
is, “Do you know what God has told him since?” Let 
us remember the Lord’s promise, “I will make you fishers 
of men.” 

These men are not in the ministry of their own choice. 
Most men who are now serving in churches as pastors, 
or on the field as evangelists, waited as long as God 
would permit before they would cut loose from their 
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they were incapable. They would readily agree with any- 
one that someone else would have been a better prospect 
as a minister. They pleaded on terms of their lack of 
education, speaking ability, background, and as many 
other incapabilities as they could think of to persuade 
God that they were not able to serve as a minister, but 
“his gifts and callings are without repentance.” Once 
God calls you, you are eternally called. The weight of 
His hand is upon you. This feeling of God-given re- 
sponsibility caused the minister to say good-bye to friends 
and former occupation, and step out of a planned future 
into a work that would lead him into paths yet to him 
unknown. As far as he could see, it was an uncharted 
course, but his was a surrendered life. He folded the 
former plans for his life and submitted his entire future 
to the will of God. 

“Is not this Joseph’s son?” was the question asked at 
the outset of Christ’s ministry. It was on the occasion 
of his reading from the book of Esaias in the synagogue. 
It was very appropriate that He read, “The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, 
and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, to preach the acceptable year 
of the Lord.” With all eyes fastened on Him, He sat down 
and said unto them, “This day is this scripture fulfilled 
in your ears.” 

The question readily came up, “Is not this Joseph’s 
son? Just a neighborhood boy, one of our acquaintance! 
How could this be? We never suspected that anything 
like this could be.” This is typical of the thoughts of 
homefolk. If you could hear the comment offered about 
everyone who enters the ministry, it would be very sim- 
ilar. You would hear someone say, “One of John’s boys 
is going to be a preacher.” Whereupon others would 
exclaim, “I wouldn’t have thought it was in him. He 
is just a boy about town.” Sure, but he is about to leave 
town and “go into all the world.” He is God’s man now. 


The first thing Jesus read about Himself on the mem- 
orable day was, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me 
because he hath anointed me to preach.” This is suf- 
ficient. Home-town boy, cotton-field boy, factory worker, 
coal miner, or schoolboy, the Spirit of the Lord is the 
difference between what he was and what he is. Just an 
ordinary man, but an anointed man! 

No one would have thought of Moses as a called man 
of God, because he was slow of speech, by his own ad- 
mission. But God called him and anointed him. To sum 
up his results, you would see him standing on the banks 
of the Red Sea with an outstretched rod while the Sea 
did a standing-up act. He and his people marched 
through on dry land. He could be seen praying an in- 
tercessory prayer that stayed the wrath of God from his 
followers; he secured by prayer, manna from heaven; 
by smiting the rock, waters gushed forth, all for the 
benefit of his followers. He was an anointed man, a man 
actuated by the Spirit of God. 

Jesse did not think to bring David from the field where 
he watched the sheep, when Samuel came in search of 
a man to anoint as king. It was not until all the brawny 
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and stalwart of his sons had been rejected that this 
unlikely-to-be-chosen son was brought out before the 
prophet. When Samuel saw David, the youngest son of 
Jesse, the Lord said unto him, “Arise, anoint him: for this 
is he.” Then Samuel took the horn of oil and anointed 
David in the midst of his brethren. “And the Spirit 
of the Lord came upon David from that day forward.” 

It is when the oil of anointing is poured upon a man 
that he is enabled to carry out the work for which he 
is selected. There is no doubt that every minister could 
point out the time and place where he first felt the 
anointing to preach. His entire being was charged with 
the unction to exclaim the truth of deliverance and to 
persuade men to receive its benefits. This is the dif- 
ference between the minister and the masses—the dif- 
ference is his work. 


THE MINISTER is to be respected—not 
because of family background, not because he is per- 
sonally superior to anyone else, but because his office 
cannot properly function without the honor due it. The 
congregation that thinks of its pastor as just another 
man, with no reverence toward his position, will always 
be in confusion. Any layman who feels that he is as 
competent to lead the flock as his pastor, regardless of 
his ability, education, training, or standing in the church, 
is standing in his own light and could easily become a 
stumbling block to the congregation. Any congregation 
that respects one of its laymen more than its pastor is 
headed for a fall. He may seem to have all the qualities 
one should have as a leader, but until God calls him 
and anoints him for the position, he lacks the most es- 
sential thing—the anointing. Until the Spirit of the 
office comes upon him, he operates mechanically, and 
this is never successful. Such an aspirant is usually 
desirous of position; but the anointed minister is bur- 
dened for souls, therefore his counsel will be seasoned 
with a desire for the spiritual well-being of enquiring 
laymen. 

In any church the minister is number one. He is first 
and should never be considered otherwise. If anyone 
develops the feeling of equality with the minister, he 
should remember that the ministry is operating under 
the great commission, the first word of which is “go.” 
This makes them not “home-town instructors,” but trav- 
eling men. Until one is willing to obey the great com- 
mission, he should take his position with the laymen, of 
whom he is one. It is to be remembered that there is 
a vast field of opportunities of usefulness among the 
laymen, and no one needs to suffer from the lack of 
work in his own category. : 

A venture into any new field usually means a new 
start, and entering the ministry is no different. This 
means starting at the bottom in size of congregation and 
finance. But the minister can’t quit if he receives no 
finance, because his is a heart service, and his burden 
for the well-being of souls keeps him going with or 
without money. If your minister is presently doing well 
financially, he is not to be envied, because it is most 
likely that he has many memories of days that were 
not so prosperous. If it is possible, he deserves to make 
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books of the New Testament put together. It is, indeed, 
peculiar why some Pentecostal folk are so inconsistent 
in their interpretation of this great Epistle. They study 
diligently Saint Paul’s counsel on such things as preach- 
ing with the demonstration of the Spirit, and they know 
everything about the problem of brother going to law 
with brother. They can tell you what he said about 
marriage relations, and often quote about what a tragedy 
it is to muzzle the ox that treads out the corn. They 
often preach from the great resurrection chapter, and 
make it an object of study, but—just mention that they 
should study what Paul had to say about spiritual mani- 
festations, gifts, speaking in tongues, and the proper 
order for a Spirit-led meeting, and they will brand you 
as a power killer. 

Their reason for this is generally willful ignorance, or 
a fear that their precious opportunities to show off 
will be taken from them. No true child of God who knows 
what the Word of God says will quench the Spirit, but 
he will strive to understand the mind of the Spirit in 
each particular meeting. He will realize that the spirits 
of the prophets are subject to the prophets, and he will 
govern his reaction to the movement of the Spirit in 
his own life in such a way that it will be in accordance 
with the mind of God for that particular meeting. Some 
folk refuse to govern their own spirit. They give way to 
unbridled emotion, and seize every opportunity to demon- 
strate because of the foolish idea that such demonstra- 
tion proves them to be very spiritual. When they are 
questioned about the havoc their unscriptural behavior 
has caused, they absolve themselves of all blame, and say, 
“The Holy Ghost led me to do it!” 


THIS SUPPOSED Spirit-leading is ‘one of 
the great perils that Pentecost faces today. Many sin- 
ners and earnest seekers after truth are driven from 
evangelistic meetings by these unbridled and often carnal 
manifestations. It is as far from true Spirit-leading as 
anything could be, because any real Spirit-led mani- 
festation will add to the convicting and convincing power 
of the meeting. We have the promise that when the 
Holy Ghost is come He will convince the world of sin, 
righteousness, and of judgment to come. The word 
“convince” does not mean to insult, frighten, humiliate, 
or disgust; but these uncontrolled manifestation and 
demonstrations often do all of these. A truly Spirit-led 
meeting is beautiful in its procedure and effective in 
it’s operation. For instance, some of the members may 
have been successful in getting their unsaved neighbors 
to come to church on a Sunday evening. The Holy Spirit, 
who is ever seeking to use the saints to win the lost to 
God, begins to move toward that end. The pastor senses 
the mind of the Spirit, and a burden of evangelistic 
preaching comes upon him. The song leader, if he is 
Spirit-led, will use songs that will get sinners’ minds 
on Christ. The special singers will also understand God’s 
objective for that meeting, and will sing songs that the 
Holy Spirit-can use to convict the sinners. As the meet- 
ing progresses, everything moves toward the one objective 
—the salvation of the lost. It may be that as the meet- 
ing reaches a high point toward the end of the message, 
every Chrisian will feel the mighty power of the Holy 
Spirit. Sinners will be greatly moved and ready to tome 
to God, but it is at- this point that great damage is 
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often done by well-meaning but uninformed people. Be- 
cause they feel the power of God in their souls, they give 
way to a form of demonstration that might be in order 
in a worship service, but is completely out of order in an 
evangelistic meeting. Carnal people who love to demon- 
strate, seize upon these moments of great spiritual at- 
mosphere to demonstrate some supposed gift. In so 
doing they take the mind of the sinner off his own lost 
condition and focus it on their disorderly and unscriptural 
conduct. Because something comes from their lips that 
sounds like an unknown tongue, many folk are deceived. 
They feel that anyone who questions the genuineness of 
the demonstration is being sacrilegious and very un- 
spiritual. Such is not the case, because Paul the apostle 
had no compunction in questioning apparent spiritual 
manifestations. 
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up for the lean years that he and his family alone 
can know. 


‘T HE MOST IMPORTANT part of the min- 
ister’s work is his message, to which everything else that 
he says or does is supplementary. This message is not 
originated in his thinking, but is given to him from the 
Scripture as the message of salvation to his hearers. This 
is why he is important and should be held in high esteem. 
If he were a politician, he would be an ordinary man 
among men, if a commentator, he would speak only of 
the current events. But the minister proclaims the gos- 
pel, which is the “power of God unto salvation.” It is 
no wonder that the prophet Isaiah said, “How beautiful 
upon the mountains are the feet of him that bringeth 
good tidings, that publisheth peace; that bringeth good 
tidings of good, that publisheth salvation; that saith 
unto Zion, Thy God reigneth.” 

This glorious message results in mended hearts and 
homes, comfort in times of sorrow, and a future as 
bright as the “gates of pearl, walls of jasper, and streets 
of gold,” for which we wait. 

How wisely the questions were asked, “How then shall 
they call upon him in whom they have not believed? 
and how shall they believe in him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they hear without a preacher? 
and how shall they preach except they be sent?” 

When we think of those who are less fortunate than 
we, who have never heard the gospel, who live in dark- 
ness, and for whom no light shines in the future, then 
take another survey of our own good fortune, with 
Christian homes, children with bright hope shining in 
their faces, husbands and wives with love for God and 
home, walking together hand in hand toward an eternity 
of bliss and unhappiness, we should stand and cheer 
every time we come into the presence of those who 
bring us the message of good tidings. We should so 
highly respect them that we would feel like shouting, 
“That is our minister.”

MOST NIGHTS the church was packed, with 
hundreds standing and crowding doors and windows—be- 
tween 1,300 and 1,400 souls drawn by the power and sin- 
cerity of this man of God. The healing waters began to 
flow about the fourth day, and moved this island to its 
depths. The requisite “atmosphere” was deliberately 
nursed and developed amongst the people, preparatory to 
the wondrous demonstrations. The harvest was blessed 
and plenteous, the “signs following” established amongst 
us. The healing power that came through our inspired 
and vibrant brother was at times so potent that certain 
sufferers—at the healing climax—would reel, spin 
around, jump, or fall backward under the glorious impact 
of the Christ-healing potency. The blind saw, and the 
deaf heard. Cripples literally leaped in the air. Locked 
joints bent for the first time for months or years. A goitre 
the size of a medium-sized egg vanished under the heal- 
ing power coming through this servant of the living God. 
Two elderly colored ladies each had a more or less malig- 
nant lump. One was to the left of the lumbar vertebrae, 
the other just underneath the right scapula. Our brother 
was so utterly confident about the Christ-healing power 
that he invited, in both cases, on successive nights, three 
witnesses belonging to outside churches to come up and 
feel the lumps before and after prayer. This was done. 
After the demon-possession was overcome, the witnesses 
(and one was especially hard to convince and skeptical) 
all testified that the lumps had disappeared. 

One old lady, whom I, with another, helped to shuffle 
to the pastor of the eighteen-inch rostrum, literally 
brought the church to its feet, and hundreds stood on 
chairs and platforms and “made a joyful noise.” After 
prayer, this heavy old lady lifted her knees high, as a 
prancing horse. She stepped on the platform and walked 
from one end to the other, as the congregation voiced 
their wonder and enthusiasm. The old eyes were blazing 
out of the old black face with wonder and delight, as 
she paraded there with arms held high. Praise the Lord 
forever! 

I could go on and on, but must have regard to limita- 
tions of space. Brother Heaston, for his first time, bap- 
tized a number of converts in our warm Caribbean Sea. 
We believe he will do so again and again. Please, God! 
Amongst them was our own loved housekeeper, Gwen, an 
erstwhile Anglican. Minds here are hard and gross, es- 
pecially so with the male element brought up in promis- 
cuity and sin for generations. 

Most of the members are poor, some painfully so, but 
collections for the period totalled around $300. The last 
one was taken for Brother Heaston, and totalled over $80. 
He accepted this and then turned it over to the River 
Road Church Building Fund. To comment upon this act of 
self-negation would be superfluous and tactless. We 
simply thank God that such men as these belong to our 
Church and us. 

On behalf of the hundreds uplifted, saved, and healed, 
through the instrumentality of these two Christ-men, I 
say again to our great-hearted America, thank you, 
THANK YOU, for sending us these Christians. They 
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brought us a revival here which will not be forgotten by 
those fortunate enough to have been present, so long as 
they draw breath.

Jesus said he 
would in no wise cast them out. David committed a 
dreadful sin, but when the prophet confronted him with 
his sin, David immediately repented. What did he say? He 
said, “I have sinned against God.” He did not try to 
blame other people with his sin, but acknowledged that 
he had sinned against God. He prayed for the right spirit 
and a clean heart, and God forgave David because he 
fully repented. 

God has created man with the power of decision; there- 
fore, it is optional with man whether he serves God or 
Satan. In all ages, when man has come to God, it has 
been of his own free will. God provides the means of sal- 
vation in his own Son who died on the cross for the 
atonement of all who come to Him. But God does not 
force man to come. Man must come of his own voluntary 
will. That all men are called upon to repent, there can be 
no doubt. It is also true that God takes the initiative in 
man’s repentance, for God wills not the death of any but 
that all should repent and be saved. We should remem- 
ber that repentance is only a condition of salvation. The 
motive for repentance is found in the goodness of God 
and His desire to have men saved; also, the gospel de- 
mands repentance. And when man repents, God comes in 
and enacts that spiritual work in the innermost being 
that leads from death to life. Many good sermons have 
been preached from the first four Beatitudes of Matthew 
5, which we believe are a spiritual ladder whereby the 
penitent soul may pass from the dominion of Satan to the 
kingdom of God and His dear Son, Jesus Christ our Sav- 
iour. The question is sometimes asked, “How much re- 
pentance is required to be saved?” Well, the answer is, 
“Enough repentance to cause man to turn from sin unto 
holiness, from Satan unto God, from death unto life. We 
should all praise God that He has granted repentance to 
the lost and weary soul. 

In the language of the poet, I am thankful I can per- 
sonally say 
“The best thing I ever did do 

Was when I pulled off the old robe and put on the new. 
The old robe was dirty, and ragged, and torn, 

And the new robe was spotless and had never been worn. 
Oh, I tell you the best thing that I ever did do 

Was when I pulled off the old robe and put on the new.” 

In Luke 24:47 Jesus says that repentance and remis- 
sion of sins should be preached in His name, among all 
nations. Let the Christians unite as a mighty force to car- 
ry this glorious gospel to all nations, to all people, for the 
salvation of Jesus Christ is for all men.

cigars, especially the women. Some animal is always in 
the road, either a goat, horse, cow, pig, or caribou. The 
driver somehow misses most of them, but how he does ii 
is beyond my understanding. Each passenger seems to 
have a good supply of bags, baskets, and boxes to be 
stacked in the aisle of the bus. One lad has a nice string 
of wiggly fish. An old lady gets on with three baskets of 
cackling chickens. Another woman has such a large box 
of chickens it has to be put on top. The bus stops again 
with screaming brakes, and we look to see who is getting 
on or off. It is neither. It’s just that some coconuts have 
fallen off the top and are rolling into the ditch beside 
the road. A man quickly jumps down and retrieves them, 
and the journey continues. We stop again, and a young 
man gets off and goes into a house carrying a calendar 
that has been sent by a relative or friend. He comes back 
with a straw basket and two straw shopping bags to be 
sent in return. The next stop! No it can’t be—but, yes it 
is—a squirming, squealing hog is to come aboard. Noth- 
ing is passed up. But here is the straw that breaks the 
camel’s back. Off to my right are some people rowing a 
boat across the widest river in the Philippines. Frantical- 
ly they are waving their hands and shouting to attract 
the attention of the driver. You guessed it! He stops the 
bus and waits until they row across and climb a steep 
hill. It takes quite a time for them to arrive and be load- 
ed, but time means very little here. Who’s in a hurry, 
anyway? But, regardless of the rough buses, strange cus- 
toms, and a lot of hard walking, it is an inspiring and 
enlightening trip. 


IT IS GOOD to be saved and in the service 
of the Saviour. Brother Cortez is a dedicated man. His 
life is devoted to the task of getting the Church of God 
to the people whom he deeply loves, the people of the 
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Philippines. He seems to have no other aspiration. They 
are first, foremost, and always in his mind, his talk, and 
his actions, as you watch him day after day. But this is 
a large territory to cover, especially when you consider 
the fact that it embraces over 7,000 islands. Approximately 
half of these are inhabited, with a population of over 
21 million people. He must have some help if he is to be 
successful in evangelizing the untouched of this territory. 
The need here is great and the laborers are few. But, 
the encouraging thing about it is that the people will re- 
spond to the gospel message and come forward for salva- 
tion and for the healing of the body, as well. 

We need one or two couples to go to Manila and start a 
church and Bible School. It is the main city of the Philip- 
pines, yet it has only one Pentecostal church of any con- 
sequence. It should not take long to get a good church 
going here. A good Bible School is a must. We have about 
fifteen young consecrated boys and girls going to other 
church schools this year, who, along with many others, 
would be thrilled to know that the Church of God was 
going to establish a school in these islands. The only real 
successful plan of evangelization of any country is to 
train and equip its best young Christians to do the job. 
They can do a better job, with far less expense involved. 

My mind reflects to a service a few nights past. A fine 
looking young man is singing a solo, with God’s anointing 
upon him. Tears are streaming down his cheeks, and it is 
not long until nearly all the saints are weeping, also. He 
stops singing and begins to praise and magnify the Lord. 
My! how the copious showers of Pentecost fall upon us all. 
At the close of my message and at the appeal for a re- 
dedication of lives to Christ, this young man is in the 
altar seeking the Lord, through sobs and tears, for a 
God-anointed and a Spirit-directed life. 

We must channel the path of this instrument and oth- 
ers like it into the harvest fields of Christian service. 
There are such tremendous values involved, with such 
little expense, that it would be foolhardy to ignore them. 
To carelessly or wilfully close our eyes to these potentiali- 
ties would be suicidal to our spiritual foundation, leaving 
no reason for our existence. We must use every torch that 
will burn and glow to illuminate the path and warm the 
hearts of the millions of these Philippines, who either sit 
in the coldness of ritualistic and ecclesiastical Catholi- 
cism or in the darkness of sin and heathenish delusions. 
Shall we slumber into unheedlessness until our sensibili- 
ties become deadened to the strongest strivings of the 
Spirit of God? Shall we flit away our time languishing in 
last-day luxuries while myriads march ever onward to- 
ward the perilous precipice of perdition? Or, shall we, in 
the day of the Spirit’s moving, heed the faintest call to vi- 
sualize the head-heavy fields of fully-ripened grain, and 
rise up and gather precious sheaves into His garner be- 
fore the books are closed and heaven’s payroll is pre- 
pared? Too long they have waited! Too long we have wait- 
ed! WILL THEY MOVE INTO ETERNITY BEFORE WE 
ARE MOVED? No one can answer this question but us. 
What will our answer be?

The Church of God Evangel 
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SMITHSONIAN RELICS SUPPORT 
BIBLE BELIEVERS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP)—The 
Smithsonian Institution has opened 
to the public view a collection of rare 
archeological finds tracing the history 
of mankind through 500 centuries and 
providing material support for disput- 
ed Bible stories. The ancient treasures 
—weapons, manuscripts, statuary, 
mosaics and religious relics—are on 
display at the museum through Jan- 
uary 27. 

Most have been unearthed in the 
last two decades, a period which has 
revolutionized archeological under- 
standing of the Biblical era. Included 
in the exhibit is a bit of copper from 
King Solomon’s mines, a _ slingshot 
from the time of David’s battle with 
Goliath, and a jawbone of an ass sim- 
ilar to the one Samson was said to 
have used to rl the Philistines. 

William F. Albright, Johns Hopkins 
University archeologist, said the relics 
“revolutionize our understanding of 
the Bible.” Albright said he suspects 
the newly-discovered treasures, as 
their mysteries are unraveled, will add 
fresh conflict to the old controversy 
of science vs. religion. The new data, 
he suggested, will give strong support 
to so-called fundamentalist interpre- 
tations of Biblical stories. 

For example, he said, some of the 
latest finds prove Solomon was even 
more fabulously wealthy than he was 
eon ay in Biblical history. No trace 
yet has been found of the Queen of 
Sheba, he said, but the new discov- 
eries show her empire, contemporary 
with Solomon’s, was a mighty one. 

Also, on exhibit is the oldest known 
Biblical manuscript, the Dead Sea 
scrolls of Isaiah, discovered in a for- 
gotten cave by a Bedouin shepherd 
in 1947. According to Albright, the 
scrolls, which date more than 1,000 
years before the birth of Christ, 
“wholly revise” our knowledge of the 
background of the New Testament. 
He said the manuscripts, along with 
other recent discoveries, show that the 
Gospel of John, believed to have been 
written’ 130 years after the death of 
Christ, was written at least 50 years 
earlier. 

The exhibition of 1,500 items was 
assembled by the American Fund for 
Israel Institutions from museums and 
private collections all over the world. 


YALE PUBLISHES REPORT ON 
DRINKING IN COLLEGE 

NEW HAVEN, Connecticut (EP) — 
Nearly three-fourths of the nation’s 
college students drink, and most of 
them associate liquor with “morally 
questionable sexual behavior,” Yale 
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University disclosed recently in its 
long-awaited “booze” report. The 214- 
page report, entitled “Drinking in Col- 
lege,” disclosed that 74 = cent of the 


17,000 students questioned imbibe. 
Forty-five per cent of the men and 
56 per cent of the women drinkers 
—_ they had a drink before they were 


PASTOR DECLARES PRESIDENT 
LEADING RELIGIOUS 
RENAISSANCE 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP)—Presi- 
dent Ejisenhower’s pastor, the Rev. 
Edward Elson, of Washington’s Na- 
tional Presbyterian Church, credited 
Ike with leading “one of the great 
periods of religious renaissance in our 
national history.” Said he: “There is a 
fresh naturalness and manliness to 
prayer ... By his regular participa- 
tion in Christian worship, by the 
maintenance of his personal spiritual 
disciplines and through his public ut- 
terances, the President is pointing 
America to the way of faith...” 


ANCIENT PHILISTINE RELIC 
FOUND 

JERUSALEM, Israel (EP)—An an- 
cient scarab, appereney lost by the 
commander of the Philistines when he 
was defeated by King David at the 
battle of the Vale of Raphaim, has 
been found on the site of the Biblical 
battleground outside Jerusalem. Is- 
raeli scholars say it may be the earli- 
est relic ever discovered here. The 
scarab, found early this month by 
Arieh Wittenberg, teacher in a Jeru- 
salem agricultural school, is of terra 
cotta, three inches long and one and 
one-half inches wide. 


POLISH PEOPLE RESISTING 
BUT CAUTIOUS 

LOS ANGELES, California (EP) — 
“In Poland there is widespread and 
spontaneous resistance to the Com- 
munist regime, but no organized un- 
derground,” Town Hall was told at the 
Biltmore Hotel in Los Angeles. 

Adam Ciolkosz, member of the Pol- 
ish Political Co uncil in London, ex- 
plained: “The inevitable losses of an 
attempted uprising would not pay un- 
der the Communist rule of terror. An 
uprising would deprive the country of 
its best people, who may be greatly 
needed in the future. But almost all 
Poles are opposed to the Communist 
regime, and workers resist the exploi- 
tation of labor, and peasants resist 
the collectivization of their farms. 

“Mothers and fathers continue to 
bring their children to believe in the 
cause of freedom, and younger people 


plan a post-Communist future in a 
free, independent and democratic Re- 
public of Poland.”
